eqnipnnion,''arid' hardl}' a twelvemoiitli 
wince the world learned, with, porhnp.s, 
some degree of surprise, that she had 
married a gentleman of the Stock Ex- 
i.'hango named Cross. While they wt-ro 
on thoir wedding trip — it is no use now 
to conceal the sad facts — ho loat con- 
trol over hirasolf at Venice, and threw 
• himself from the balcony of thoir resi- 
dence. Happily, the sea and not the 
ground received him, and he survived, 
but only to bo ]:ilaced in a maison de' 
.sctnle. Bra\-ely Mrs. Cross set herself to 
face her now doubly lonely, slifejt' but 
the struggle, not surpassed iri' intensity 
by that of any of her horivoa, did not 
last long, and she has now gone, at the 
ng'e of 60, to the rest that must have 
come to her as a relief. 

The following letter from Herbert 
Jipcncer was published in tiie London 
.iVfios; "Though, one among those inti- 
mate friends most^ shocked iby her sud* 
• den death. I would willingly keep 
silence,"! feel that I cannot allow to 
pass serious error contained in your bio- 
graphical notice of Ocorgo Eliot. A 
positive form is there given to the Ije- 
iief which has been long current that I 
liad^much io do with her education. 
There is not the slightest foundation 
foi' this belief. Our friendship did not 
commence till 1851, a date several years 
later than the publication of her trans- 
lation of Strauss, and when she was 
already distinguished by that breadth 
of culture and universality of power 
which hdvo since made her known to 
all the world." 

The Standard gives some roiuiniscen- 
cis of her earliar literary life. "For 
20 years," it say.s, "the name of George 
Eliot has been before the public, 
'Adam Bede' was published in 1859, 
and the only cluo to its authorship 
was the .'.anuounconient on the title 
page thatHt came from the same pen 
as tho 'Scenes of Clerical Life' which 
had previously appeared in lihckwoodd 
Magazine. Several claimants to the 
honour of its production presented 
themselves. Such impostors are tho 
comingn.place8-of literary history. ' Sir 
AVallcr Scott' wias^aBketl-by'aiit acquain- 
tance to congratulate him on his identi- 
ty with the 'Great Unknown' who had 
written 'Wavcrloy.' The masterpieces 
of Aken'side, Sheridan, and Thomjjson 
wcro-c, appropriated by . Grubb street 
highwaymen. Hood had some difficulty 
in establishing tho fact he wrote. 'The 
Song of the Shirt,' and more recently 
there were three candidates in the field 
for the laurels which belonged to Mrs. 
Lynn Linton as the author of 'Joshua 
Davidson.' Tho protondor in tho cas 
of 'Adau^^Bede;?; iwBomUt^ultiinatelye 
became necessary for Messrs, Black- 
wood to expose, was a Mr. Joseph 
Liggins; of Nuneatioh, Strangely 
enough ho had his supporters, and u 
Warwickshire clergyman declared that 
in his part of the world everyone not 
only knew that Mr. Liggins was the 
creator of 'Adam Bede,' but could iden- 
tifv'perfectly - well the: chief' chari^pteru. 
It was not for'somo ''little'time after- 
ward that the name of George Eliot 
became generally known, and it wiis 
still Liter when it transpired that tiio 
owner of the Jiowi 'dey)h(nii!^&% % ^^^7.'

amount to 17s. in the pound, tho whole 
disbursementjto thci;. creditors being 
X9,40i,S5G, Agreements of comprom- 
ise, which not only averted long and 
e-Kpensivo lawsuits, but allowed tho 
estates to be expeditiously wound up 
and the money to bo available for dis- 
tribution, have been effected, and oth- 
ers are in course of arrangement, XG90,-

Suchi3-tha_;t9^)owing of the Public 
Account8"statem»rit to which we drew 
attention oa Friday. The figures aro 
not ours — they aro the govornmeut's — 
or aV least that branch of the govern- 
ment which is presideil over by the 
inini.stcr of tinanco. It i.s no fault of 
this jo.urnal that the two ends do not 
meet ; but if, tho. article in yesterday's 
orgMttisHho brain-offspring of the inin- 
ifltet^&oresaid, -WO are not sure that tho 
blamt' dbes not lie at his door. In the 
unsatisfactory condition of the Gnances 
theJpublic can only deal with figures 
as they reach them through the medium 
of the coffea-paper covered literature 
that- emanates from tho government 
press. : Had the statement of public 
accounts reversed the proposition : had 
the expenditure been $390,000 and tlio 
re v'On lie $154,000, would not the min- 
istry-have felicitated the country upon 
a sCirplus of $64,000? 'And now that 
the boot is on the other leg, so to speak, 
is it not a proper thing for the press to 
point out that in the placo of an ex- 
pected and promised surplus there is a 
deficiency I We are charged by the 
organ with " falsifying figuroa." But 
whe|g, when or how' 1 Jie does not deign 
to stater " "Ho doe3,,,pofc,^ attempt to 
establish thof.truffi'of liis' charge; but 
plunges into a learned dissertation upon 
the j meaning of -the word "jDefkit." 
Now it will scarcely be credited that 
the gentleman through whoso fingers 
there percolated: last.y.ear tho very con- 
siderable sum of ''$15,4iO0O and odd 
doliars'ia Uiiaward'of tfio'' meaning of 
the word "deficit;" that he actually 
imagines" it signifies "debt." (Wo 
trust that little urchin on the lower 
form of the Baby Class in the Primary 
School will not indulge his cachinatory 
proclivities so im.iDcid0ei^ly again ;-^ 
he has quite disturbed tho current of 
editorial thought.) Yes ; we utter no 
fiction, attempt no falsification, promul- 
gate no slander when wo stato that the 
article in tho Standard which we have 
under review contains this remark able 
sentence :— 

"But if wo rightly undci'sliind tho 
meaning of the torm deficit, and its prac- 
tical application, it signijici debt." 

(There's that litllo boy laughing 
again. Really, Sir. Superintendent, 
ydii will have to birch him!) 
Now the use of the word "deficit" onn- 
not be-.lorturcd into tho significance 
ttttributed 'to it .by the . minister of 
finance. " "Webster" and "Worcester" 
both define the word to mean "a defi- 
eiency," ^^a /(Uling short." It is suscep- 
tible of no other meaning. "Debt" 
and f'doficit" havc aa n)uch connection 
as a' hole in tho ground has with tho 
finance minti^tcr.'s mputfa. A business 
man-may'experiehco.a deficit — ho may 
find at the end of the year that he has 
lost money; and yet ho may not owe 
a dollar in the world. Now the Gov- 
ernment stands in this position: It 
not only owes a very large sum of 
money— it has'set a price (^lO) on tho 
head oP'cVcry white man, woman and 
child in tho country — but according 
to the financial showing on the 30th of 
June,. 1880, a deficiency of .SG-l.OOO 
remained to be carried to the liability 
side'of the ledger for the coming ye.'ir. 
l^^Bte my, falsifioatiort^.pf, /igure.s in 
this stato'me'nt? YA chorus or"No, no. 
nol" from the Baby Class.) 
Butthere is another and much more im- 
portant matter to v,'hicli tho article in the 
Standard has drawn attention. It 
is ..Tyhat the writer is pleased to call 
a'^ibalWov sheet, We pass by tho 
assertion that thd only iteha'in'the"bal- 
ani!eBhcet"v,'hich can be regarded in any 
manner as a deficit is the overdraft of 
Boine §5,000 at the bank, as too puerile 
for di.scussion, and pass immediately to 
a matter which will be found of seri- 
ous impprtanca It' is well known that 
when th5"ELibTr'rG6vernrae'nt took 
office they found tliat their predecessors 
(tho Walkeh Government of thepres- 
ent . day) had recklessly converted a 
surplus into an enormous deficiency;

Light come light ga It 
was the cause of the wanton extravag- 
ance and shameful waste that occurred 
during the years 1873, 74 and '75,and 
involmlthecountry.We werealwaysop- 
posed to meddling with the Dominion 
subsidy. That should have been the one 
thing the rapacity of the government 
could never have ronched. They might 
have gobbled up intestate , estates, 
a n t i cipatcd revenue,, mulcted defaulting 
taxpayers in usurious interest and 
squeezed the heart's blood out of under- 
paid officials; but they should never 
have been allowed to touch a penny of 
the Doiniuion subsidy. Like tho man- 
eating tiger who, liaving onc« tojited 
human flesh, is said to reject all other 
food, so the Walkem government, hav- 
ing boon Once allowed to plunge their 
itching palm.s into the Dominion 
strong-box, now object to remove them 
until they shall have posisessed^ them- 
selves of it4 contents.

By the lat section any lessee or his as- 
signs having licenao to do any act - which 
withoiit such Jiconsa would' create it for- 
feiture, such license shall extend only to 
tho permission actually given. Clauses 
3, 3, 4 and H treat of policies of insurance 
and give tho Supremo Court or any judge 
tliereof power to relieve against a forfoit- 
uroforbroacli of covenant to insutoagainat 
loss or damage by fire, whore no loss or 
ilamage has happened, and the breach 
has, in the opinion of the court, boon com- 
mitted througli accident, or mistake, or 
other, without fraud or gross negligence, 
and there is an insui'ance in force at the 
time of the application. Tho court or 
judge shall not have power to relieve tho 
same person more than once in respect of 
the same covenant or condition.

Repeated motions for adjournment, 
moved by homo rulers, wore success- 
fully resisted by tho government, with 
tho assistance of tho con.servatives, 
which early in the morning was pro- 
mised by Sir StafTord Northcoto, con- 
servative leader, amid loud choers from 
both sides. Parnell arrived in tho 
house shortly after 10 this morning, 
and was enthusiastically received by 
his supporter.s. The speeches of Irish 
members wero mostly rambling and 
uninteresting. Dawson (liberal) mem- 
ber for Carlow burough, said that For- 
ster was seeking 'to impose laws again.st 
which the country would rise en imsse.
